I  Hut  the  tirst  year  has  closed  Avith  results  such  as  to  furnish  no 
,  reason  to  make  us  ashamed. 

The  Home  Building  Avas  at  first  furnished  by  our  geiierous 
benefactor,  Trujiax  X.  Butlek,  Escp,  on  a  lease,  running  till 
'  May  1st,  ISTl,  Avithout  any  charge  for  rent.  Althougli  an 
!  informal  service  for  the  purpose  of  taking  possession  of  the 
!  edifice  Avas  held  on  St.  Luke’s  Day,  tSbit,  yet  tlie  institution 
I  Avas  not  formally  opened  and  occu})ied  till  the  last  Aveek  in  Xo- 
!  A’ember  of  that  year,  Avhen  Ave  Avere  favored  Avith  the  presence 
and  counsel  of  the  Bt.  Bev.  Dr.  Huxtixotox,  the  Pfishop  ot 
the  Diocese,  avIio  delivered  a  very  appropriate  sermon  in  the 
Chapel  ot  the  Home,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  Xovember 
28.  Full  accounts  of  these  services,  Avith  the  addresses  of

^Ve  liave  readied  the  dose  of  oiir  first  year  of  Mission  M^ork 
in  AVest  I  jtica.  It  is  litting  that  ^ve  should  give  to  our  parish-  I 
ioaers  and  the  coiuniunity  generally,  some  account  of  our 
stevairdship.  Several  years  ago  the  wide  field  north  of  Colum¬ 
bia  Street  and  west  of  the  Chenango  Canal  attracted  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  tlie  Hector  of  this  Church,  on  account  of  the  large 
Illation  resident  there,  and  the  fact  that  there  were  few  facilities 
for  religious  instruction  and  worship  out  of  the  Eomish  Church. 

The  burning  of  the  State  Street  Methodist  place  of  worship, 
and  the  union  of  the  congregation  with  that  of  Ifleecker  Street, 
and  the  remoi’al  of  both  to  the  corner  of  Court  and  Broadway, 
left  that  district  ivithout  a  Protestant  Sunday  School  or  service 
of  any  kind  in  the  English  language.  The  opening  of  St. 
Luke’s  Home  and  its  convenient  little  Chapel,  in  Advent, 
ISGO,  afforded  an  ojiportuuity  for  beginning  the  work  in  a  lim¬ 
ited  way,  wdiich  ivas  immediately  improved  by  establishing  an  ' 
afternoon  service  each  Lord’s  Day  at  3d  o’clocli,  preceded  by  a 
Sunday  School  at  2  o’clock,  taught  liy  a  few  earnest  parishion-  | 

ers  of  Grace  Church.  The  employment  of  an  efficient  xVssist-  •  ; 
ant  Minister  in  tlie  Parish,  Bev.  L.  Pakkek,  and  his  resi-  ^ 

deuce  at  the  Home,  greatly  facilitated  and  promoted  the  objects 
ive  had  in  view,  and  we  here  take  pleasure  in  recording  our 
high  appreciation  of  his  many  qualiffcations  and  valuable  labors. 
These  eft’orts  were  soon  followed  by  the  opening  of  a  Tree 
I  Parish  Day  School,  Might  Schools  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  eve-  , 

nings,  and  an  Industrial  School,  at  first  on  Wednesday  and  i 

Saturday  afternoons ;  but  after  a  few  weeks  on  Saturday 
afternoons  alone,  as  being  the  most  efficient  and  conveni-  j 
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ent  avrangement.  The  public  services  and  Sunday  School 
have  continued  regularly  tliroughout  the  year  without  any  sus¬ 
pension.  The  Day  School  had  its  uniform  sessions  each  day, 
morning  and  afternoon,  till  the  last  of  June,  while  the  Indus¬ 
trial  and  Night  Schools  continued  till  Passion  Week,  in  the 
middle  of  April.  The  Sunday  services  have  l>een  conducted 
alternately  by  the  Hector  and  Assistant,  except  on  one  or  two 
Sundays,  whe!i  Ave  availed  ourselves  of  the  very  acceptable 
labors  of  our  LaA"  Headers,  specially  a])])ointed  l)y  the  Bisho]) 
for  this  Avork.  The  congregations  have  been  uniformly  good, 
even  during  the  heat  of  summer,  and  sometimes  have  so  tilled 
the  Chapel  that  man}’  had  to  resort  to  the  adjacent  diningroom. 
These  services  have  proA-en  a  great  blessing  and  comfort  to  the 
agetl  and  infirm  inmates  of  the  Home,  one  of  whom,  unable  to 
leave  her  room,  has  been  placed  at  her  door  at  the  head  of  the 
stairway,  Avhere  slie  said  she  lieard  the  first  sermon  she  had  en¬ 
joyed  in  four  years. 

A  large  amount  of  visiting  in  the  neighI)orhood  has  been 
done  by  the  Assistant  and  Teachers,  and  much  good  has  in  this 
Avay  been  accomplished,  of  Avhich  there  can  he  no  record  except 
Avith  the  blessed  Master,  Avhose  Avork  Ave  are  tiying  to  do. 
There  have  been  enrolled  as  members  of  the  Mission,  20  fam¬ 
ilies  ;  baptisms,  Id  ;  confirmations,  0  ;  burials,  3.  The  Sunda.A’  j 
School  opened  on  the  Second  in  Advent,  Avith  14  teachers  and  4(» 
scholars  ;  Ave  haA’c  enrolled  234  ;  haA'e  nuAv  on  the  Hegister  139  ; 
and  the  average  attendance  is  about  loo.  The  Dav  School 
during  the  entire  year  has  been  under  the  care  of  a  devoted 
friend  of  mission  Avork,  and  a  most  self-denying  laborer,  avIio 
is  not  a  ])ermanent  resident  of  the  City.  Being  on  a  A'isit  to 
her  friends  she  saAv  the  inviting  and  promising  character  of  the 
field,  and  Avith  an  energy  and  perseA’erance  Avorthy  of  all  praise, 
she  gave  her  entire  time  to  the  school,  taking  the  general  over¬ 
sight  and  the  discipline  of  the  greater  portion,  and  continued 
through  the  year  Avithout  interruption,  reti;rning  again  this 
Autumn  to  impose  upon  us  neAV  obligations  by  her  most  suc¬ 
cessful  and  useful  labors.  IVe  i-egret  to  say  that  private  duties 
oblige  her  to  reliurpush  the  place  at  this  time ;  hut  Ave  cannot 
permit  her  to  retire  Avithout  thus  publicly  assuring  Miss  Hall 
of  our  liigh  ajApreciation  of  her  very  efficient  seiwices,  and  on 
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lieartfelt  tlianks  fur  lier  -sviH’mir  and  gratnitons  efforts  in  such  a 
good  eanse.  She  lias  been  assisted  liv  a  band  of  lune  or  ten 
devoted  ladies  of  the  Parish,  Avbo  gave  each  a  day  in  every 
week  last  year,  and  now  a  whole  week  each,  in  turn,  without 
any  coinpensation  other  than  the  conscionsness  of  doing  good 
when  it  was  most  needed.  Too  nineh  cannot  he  said  in  com- 
menda  ion  of  their  perseverance  and  energv  in  what  cannot 
always  lie  an  agi'eeahle  task  to  those  even  who  are  accnstomed 
to  give  instruction.  These  faithful  workers,  with  their  iiever- 
tiring  Princi]»al,  will  always  find  friends,  young  and  old,  in 
West  Utica,  as  elsewhere,  to  “  i-ise  np  and  call  them  blessed.” 

d’his  School  opened  on  damiary  dd,  ISTtf  with  idne  scholars. 
The  first  term  closed  Ajiril  S,  the  Friday  before  Passion  Week, 
with  7b  scholai's,  and  an  average  attendance  of  58.  The  sec¬ 
ond  term  ojiened  Api'il  25th,  St.  Mark’s  Day,  with  5(»  scholars; 
chised  -Inly  Ist,  with  78,  and  an  average  atteridance  of  67. 
d'he  third  term  opened  Se[>teniber  Uttli,  with  20  scholars ;  90 
have  lieen  received  np  to  the  jiresent  time,  and  there  has  been 
an  average  attendance  of  7-1.  (tjiening  and  closing  religious 
services  marked  each  day,  while  catechetical  and  other  religious 
instruction  was  regularly  given  by  the  Assistant  Minister  and 
the  teachers. 

The  Night  School  was  designed  for  a  peculiar  class,  who  are 
never  reached  liy  any  week-day  agencies,  if  they  are  on  the 
Lord’s  Day,  viz  :  those  who  ai’e  so  employed  in  the  factories 
and  elsewhere  that  they  have  no  time  to  attcTid  schools  of  any 
kind  exce[)t  in  the  evening,  after  laboring  from  6.f  o’clock  a.  m. 
to  6t  r.  >[.  This  school  was  also  taught  by  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  whose  services  wore  gratuitous,  and  involved  no  little 
trial  and  wearying  self-denial.  The  Clergy  of  the  JMrish  were 
generally  present  to  conduct  an  opening  and  closing  religious 
service,  the  Assistant  taking  the  general  supervision  of  the 
school  and  arrangement  of  the  classes,  while  the  Rector  gave 
each  evening  some  profitable  counsel  or  useful  lesson,  drawn 
from  history,  and  the  lives  of  self-made  men  of  influence  and 
position,- whose  names  are  generally  familiar.  This  school 
numbered  about  75,  from  nine  to  twenty-five  years  of  age,  of 
I  both  sexes,  but  consisted  principally  of  lioys  and  youths  from 
I  the  factories.  The  interest  and  desire  to  learn  manifested  by

all  were  very  gratifying,  and  the  attachment  they  formed  for  j 
their  teachers  gave  those  teachers  a  great  influence  for  good.  ;  | 
There  have  been  various  evidences  of  the  value  of  this  depart-  ^ : 
ment  of  our  mission  woi’k.  j  1 

The  Industrial  School,  on  Saturday  afternoons,  was  for  the  :  j 
purpose  of  teaching  sewing,  and  the  making  of  plain  gai-ments  | 
for  the  destitute  children  of  the  neighborhood,  among  whom  1 
those  garments  were  afterwards  distributed  as  necessity  required.  i 
They  were  thus  fitted  for  the  Sunday  and  day  schools,  when  a  i 
j  still  better  influence  could  be  exerted  over  them,  and  fuller  j 

i  instruction  imparted  to  them.  Commencing  with  a  small  com-  j 

pany,  it  finally  went  beyond  our  accommodations,  numbering  [ 
125,  and  we  were  obliged  to  swarm  out  of  the  Chapel  into  j 
some  of  the  adjacent  rooms  of  the  Home.  So  great  was  its  i  | 
siiccess  that  it  encouraged  the  establishment  of  a  similar  school,  > 
with  as  gratifying  result,  in  Grace  Cha])e],  and  at  our  closing  i 
services  in  the  spring  in  this  Church,  when  the  two  schools 
were  united,  we  had  present  33  teachers  and  255  happy  child-  ;  | 
ren.  The  amount  contributed  for  their  support  was  $95.  Mate-  M 
rial  and  articles  for  distribution  were  furnished  by  our  mer-  j 

j  chants  and  friends  in  Utica,  and  also  in  MMterville.  The  num-  ! 

'  ber  of  garments  of  all  kinds  cut  and  prepared  was  476;  made 

'  and  distributed,  432;  about  140  second-hand  garments  were 

[  given  to  poor  tamilies.  These  schools  also  CJijoyed  opening 

I  and  closing  services,  conducted  by  one  of  the  Clergy,  in  which  | 

appropriate  singing  formed  an  important  part.  1 

All  these  exercises  and  instructions,  of  Avhich  the  above  is  j 
but  a  brief  and  inadequate  record,  were  confined  to  the. Home  | 

building,  and  mostly  to  the  little  Chapel  15x30,  Avhile  that 
building  was  a  refuge  for  several  aged  and  infirm  persons,  un¬ 
der  the  care  of  the  Matron  and  Assistants.  Mo  little  ineonve- 
j  nience,  troulfie  and  labor  were  experienced  by  all  engaged  in 

these  various  works,  as  well  as  by  the  inmates  of  the  Home, 
and  it  was  discovered  before  the  close  of  the  winter  and  spring 
that  accommodation  for  the  schools  in  another  building  was  not 
only  desirable,  but  absolutely  necessary  to  their  permanent 
efiiciency  and  success.  Efforts  were  made  to  rent  a  suitable 
I  dwelling  in  the  neighborhood,  but  they  failed.  An  addition  to 
'  the  Home  building  was  proposed ;  some  subscriptions  and  a 

I - 1 
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plan  were  secured,  l)nt  insuperable  difficulties  ■\^•ere  encountered, 
and  the  design  was  iihandoned.  Tlie  snnnner  passed  without 
any  reliet,  and  tliere  seemed  no  alternative  hut  to  announce 
that  the  schools  wouM  not  l)e  reopened  in  tlie  Autumn,  for  the 
want  ot  suitahle  accommodations.  At  this  emharassing  pme- 
tui'e,  and  just  three  days  hefore  the  ]inhlic  ]'iroc]amation  of  our 
j  great  disappointment  and  humiliation,  on  account  of  our  ina- 
hility  to  ])rovide  a|>artinents  for  the  schools,  our  kind  and  never 
tiring  henefactoi-,  Mr.  Hu'rmn-:.  came  forward  and  stated  that  if 
the  new  donhle  dwelling  adjacent  to  the  Home,  and  communi¬ 
cating  with  it,  was  suitahle  for  our  ])ur]>oses,  he  would  sell  it 
at  the  cost  of  material  and  labor.  §0, give  himself  $l,t)0() 
towards  the  purchase,  a^-k  oidy  s2,0(M)  as  a  cash  ])aYment,  and 
allow  six  years  for  the  lifpiidation  ot  the  lialance  of  S58,<K)(l. 
After  consultation  with  the  ^A“stry,  and  an  examination  of  the 
pi-eniises,  it  was  thought  best  to  accept  the  property  on  the 
terms  ]>roposed.  A  subscription  was  opened,  and  so  large  and 
gratifying  were  the  interest  and  liberality  of  some  thirty  friends 
of  the  JMission,  that  S2,205  were  soon  secured,  of  which  iit2,000 
were  [)aid  to  Mr.  HuTLiiK,  and  with  the  Ixdance  a  furnace  was 
obtained  for  heating  the  school-rooms,  a  melodeon,  and  other 
furniture  ]>urehased,  and  every  thing  is  now  arranged  for  the 
;  present  comfortable  accommodation  iif  our  schools.  Otdy  one- 
fourth  of  the  l)uilding  is  occupied  by  them  at  tliis  time,  the 
balance  being  rented  for  .yt:172  per  annum,  with  Avhich  we  pro¬ 
pose  to  pay  the  iTiterest  of  onr  indelkedness  So.OtHl,  viz:  S210, 
whde  the  remainder  will  be  appropriated  to  insurance,  repair¬ 
ing,  and  the  annual  installment  of  due  on  the  purchase. 

Such,  briefly,  is  the  condition,  and  such  are  the  results,  of 
our  Mission,  at  the  exgiiration  of  the  first  year.  AUe  need  not 
say  liow  far  tliey  are  in  advance  of  our  most  sanguine  ex'iiecta- 
tions.  AVe  trust  that  seed  has  been  sown  and  foundations  laid 
I  that  have  reference  to  future  grou  th,  development  and  perma- 
^  nent  good,  that  can  not  now  be  known  or  estimated.  It  is  a 
pleasant  recollection,  as  we  present  these  facts  in  our  first  year’s 
work,  that  so  few  great  difficulties  have  been  encountered,  and 
so  much  has  been  accomplished.  Our  only  calamity  is  the  loss 
of  the  Assistant  Minister,  whose  labors  and  constant  I’esidence, 
at  his  own  rerpiest,  in  the  midst  of  the  people  for  whose  bene- 
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fit  our  Mission  is  designed,  have  so  largely  contributed  to  its 
efllciency  and  influence ;  and  we  all  regret  most  sincerely  that 
lie  feels  it  to  be  his  duty  to  close  with  this  day's  services  his  very 
acceptable  work.  Me  need  not  give  him  the  assurance  that 
he  will  ever  be  followed  by  our  largest  benedictions,  and 
earnest  prayers  for  a  rich  blessing  npon  his  ministry  in  what¬ 
ever  field  he  may  hereafter  occupy. 

Mhile  thus  publicly  acknowledging  the  encouragement  and 
gifts  of  all  our  friends,  the  faithful  labors  of  all  our  assistants 
of  every  kind  and  in  every  department,  we  shall  be  glad  to 
receive  the  aid  of  new  co-woi’kers,  who  desire  to  further  the 
cause  of  our  common  Master.  At  least  ‘‘  pray  for  us,  that 
the  word  of  the  Lord  may  have  free  course  and  lie  glorified.”

SECOND  ANNUAL

OCTOBER  iS,  1871. 


At  the  beginning  of  this  our  second  year,  St.  Luke’s  Day, 
1870,  we  were  in  possession  of  our  present  Home  Building, 
completed  and  very  comfortably  furnished,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  rooms.  All  our  rooms  were  occupied — we  were  free 
from  indebtedness,  and  had  nearly  $300  in  our  Treasury. 
There  have  been  as  inmates  in  the  Home  dui'ing  the  past  year, 
twelve  persons,  one  male  and  eleven  females. 

The  opening  of  the  Home  for  the  Homeless  on  Faxton  Street, 
has  not  only  taken  from  us  some  of  our  inmates,  but  prevented 
the  admission  of  other  destitute  persons  ;  inasmuch  as  the  en¬ 
dowment  of  that  Institution  enables  them  to  oft'er  a  provision 
for  life  to  aged  females,  on  the  payment  of  $1(H} ;  while  we, 
having  no  endowment,  are  obliged  to  charge  at  least  $2  per 
week  for  each  inmate,  to  be  paid  by  such  inmate  or  her  friends. 
At  present  therefore  we  have  some  vacant  rooms,  as  persons 
will  seek  the  refuge  which  is  furnished  on  the  most  favorable 
terms.  We  hope  this  fact  will  show  our  friends  the  importance 
of  beginning  an  endowment  fund  as  early  as  possible. 

The  Treasurer’s  Beport  shows  that  the  cash  receipts  from 
festivals,  donations  and  board  of  inmates  has  been  $1,569.61, 
while  the  expenditures  have  been  $1,162.57,  leaving  in  the 
treasury  at  this  date,  $176.03,  for  current  expenses.  There 
Avas  secured  from  the  Charity  Fund  of  the  State  Legislature, 
last  winter,  an  appropriation  of  $3,000,  which  is  not  ])ayable 
till  next  March. 

We  have  never  been  in  as  favorable  a  condition  for  making 
all  our  inmates  comfortable,  and  securing  the  benevolent  ends 
of  the  institution,  as  at  the  present  time.  With  plain  but  con¬ 
venient  furniture,  and  other  needful  appointments,  a  matron  of 
middle  age,  experienced,  economical,  kind,  gentle  and  sympa¬ 
thetic,  and  a  devout  communicant  in  the  church  ;  a  willing,  or- 
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(ierly  and  saviiiii;  doiiiestie  ;  there  is  no  reason  avIiv  tlie  l)odil3^ 
wants  of  the  inmates  should  not  he  full_v  su]>})lied — wliile  the 
residence  of  the  Assistant  Miidster  under  the  same  roof,  fur¬ 
nishes  a  properl_y  (pialitied  ]>erson  for  conducting  family  wor¬ 
ship,  and  giving  such  I'eligious  counsel  and  instruction  as  may 
he  protitahle  and  needful. 

<  )ne  of  the  former  inmates,  iVFrs.  llrown,  died  veiw  suddenly 
soon  after  leaving  the  institution  ;  and  one,  Mrs.  Carpenter,  has 
died  at  the  Home  during  the  last  v'ear.  Mrs.  C.  was  a 
young  j)erson,  who,  on  account  of  her  ])eculiar  circumstances, 
excited  great  interest  and  sympathy.  She  was  hrought  to  ns, 
sick  with  consum])tion,  and  for  many  months  had  to  have  the 
most  constant  attendance  and  watchfulness,  and  during  the  last 
few  weeks  of  her  life  the  services  of  a  nurse.  .During  the  time 
she  received  the  rite  of  ( 'ontirmation  fi'um  the  lit.  liev.  the 
Hishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  llolv  ('ommuinr>n  from  the  (.'hap- 
lain,  and  constant  spiritual  .miidsti'ations.  While  she  lived  she 
seemed  greatly  to  enjov  and  profit  bv  her  privileges,  and  with 
entire  willingness  and  loving  sid)missio7i  passed  away  to  her 
rest  at  the  call  of  her  Master.  If  the  institution  had  done  no 
other  good  work  during  the  v^ear  than  sheltering  and  comfort¬ 
ing  this  destitute  young  woman,  it  would  be  entitled  to  the 
gratitude  and  confidence  of  every  friend  of  suffering  humaiuty. 
To  our  lady  almoners  we  owe  our  largest  ohligations,  for  their 
])atience,  industry,  thoughtfulness  and  economy,  and  especially 
to  their  .Executive  Committee  who  never  seem  to  grow  weary 
in  well-doing.

When  \ve  remember  that  onr  Saviour  said  “The  Kingdom 
of  God  eometli  not  witli  observation,”  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  an  hnmhle,  (jiiiet  and  limited  Mission  like  onr  own,  will 
have  very  mnch  at  the  end  of  each  year  to  present,  in  the  way 
of  extraordinary  and  startling  incident,  or  thrilling  narrative 
to  awaken  interest  or  gratify  curiosity.  Sometimes  indeed  the 
second  year  is  less  encouraging  than  the  first,  for  as  the  nov¬ 
elty  ceases  and  the  hard  work  is  realized,  zeal  and  enthusiasm 
diminish  ;  some  who  l)egan  energetically  gradually  drop  ont  of 
the  ranks,  and  labor  im  more ;  and  tlie  enterprise  experiences  a 
check  or  depression.  'While  we  have  suffered  in  fhis  way  from 
the  loss  of  some  wdio  Ijegan  with  ns  very  earnestly,  yet  our 
efforts  have  been  uniformly  sustained,  and  have  never  beensus- 
pended  from  any  cause.  Through  Summer’s  heat  and  'Winter’s 
cold,  a  band  of  self-denying  toilers  have  nobly  cooperated  with 
the  clergy  in  sustaining  the  Sunday  School  and  Chapel  services 
on  each  Lord’s  day  ;  the  day,  industrial  and  night  schools  dur¬ 
ing  the  week  ;  and  their  good  influence  is  seen  in  the  improved 
habits,  tastes,  and  appearance  of  the  children  ;  while  the  whole 
neighborhood  has  been  elevated  and  blessed  by  the  quiet  and 
uniform  wmrk  of  benevolence  that  has  been  carried  on  through¬ 
out  the  year.  Sutfering  has  been  relieved,  the  ignorant  have 
been  counselled  and  instructed,  the  sick  and  afflicted  comforted, 
and  kindly  visits  have  been  made  l)y  the  clergy  and  their  faith¬ 
ful  assistants,  so  that  we  have  endeavored  to  show  the  largest 
possible  number  wdiat  a  treasure  of  happiness  and  peace  is  pre- 
])ared  for  those  who  follow  the  Gospel’s  “  pleasant  ways.” 

Our  services  being  confined  to  the  Home  Chapel,  a  room  15 
by  80  feet,  we  cannot  have  any  very  considerable  additions  to 
our  congregations  till  we  have  larger  accommodations.  The 
older  children  fill  it  at  the  Sunday  School,  and  two  intimt 
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classes  meet  in  the  adiacent  school  buildino:.  The  whole  num- 
her  enrolled  dnrin^  the  last  year  was  190,  the  average  attend¬ 
ance  82.  The  Parish  Day  School  averaged  during  the  year 
about  80  scholars,  taugiit  by  a  Principal,  who  gave  her  entire 
time  to  the  larger  scholars  ;  while  the  younger  were  under  the 
care  of  ten  ladies  of  Grace  Church,  wlio  gave  each  a  week  in 
turn  to  this  interesting  duty.  This  School  has  been  re-opened 
within  the  last  two  weeks,  and  is  under  the  care  of  a  lady  of 
large  experience,  ample  (pialitications,  and  earnest  devotion ; 
while  her  labors  will  l)e  supplemeTited  by  a  similar  company  of 
volunteer  aids  as  during  the  last  year.  The  Industrial  School 
on  Saturday  afternoons  was  continued  through  the  usual  season 
with  gratifying  success,  numl)ering  about  100  scholars.  The 
Night  School  Avas  open  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  evenings,  with 
a  large  attendance  averaging  about  SO.  Yet  Ave  suffered  greatly 
for  Avant  of  a  sufficient  number  of  regular  teachers.  Owing  to 
tlie  character  of  the  pupils,  particularly  the  boys  and  young 
men,  neither  efficient  discipline  or  much  progress  can  be  secur¬ 
ed  without  a  company  of  resolute,  earnest  teachers,  whose 
prompt  attendance  must  also  be  marked  by  regularity. 

It  Avas  announced  in  our  last  Report  that  the  double  new 
dAvelling  adjacent  to  the  Home  had  been  purchased  for  $6,000 
for  a  School  building  and  other  Mission  purposes;  and  that 
$3,000,  onedialf,  had  already  been  paid  on  the  same;  our  well 
kuoAvu  benefactor,  T.  K.  Butler,  having  given  $1,000  in  ?d- 
dition  to  his  feuaner  liberal  offerings.  The  remaining  $-3,000 
Avere  made  payalde  in  six  annual  installments  of  $500  each, 
Avith  interest.  We  are  hajipy  to  state  tliat  the  installment  due 
on  September  1,  1871,  has  lieen  promptly  paid  by  a  few  sub¬ 
scriptions  and  the  ])roceeds  of  a  sale  amounting  to  $350.  The 
interest  and  all  the  expenses  of  the  Day  and  Night  Schools 
have  been  met  liy  the  rents  of  three-fourths  of  the  building, 
amounting  to  $372  per  annum.  <  )ur  indebtedness  noAv  on  the 
School  edifice  is  reduced  to  .$2,500,  while  it  yields  an  income 
as  above  stated  of  $372.  The  offerings,  at  the  Chapel  services, 
Avhich  are  free  to  all,  have  been  $150;  of  the  Sunday  School 
composed  of  children  Avhose  jiarents  have  very  limited  means 
have  been  $35  ;  Mite  Chests,  $15  for  Domestic  Missions; 
Donations,  $47  50  to  the  School  by  a  number  of  friends. 
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Families,  25  ;  persons,  60.  During  two  years,  Baptism  27, 
Confirmed  Id.  'While  thus  Avehave  no  largo  or  astonishing  re¬ 
sults  to  announce,  we  have  enough,  to  reward  our  labors  and 
ventui’esof  faith,  and  encourage  us  to  go  foiw'ard  with  increased 
energy  to  the  ]ierformanee  of  the  duties  of  another  year.  We 
shall  be  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  all  new  laborers,  any 
pecuniary  otferings  however  small,  and  for  sympathy  and  re¬ 
membrance  in  the  prayers  of  all  those  Avho  desire  the  elevation 
and  evangelization  of  the  ignorant,  the  outcast,  and  the  lost, 
assured  as  we  are  that  “'he  Avhich  converteth  a  sinner  from  the 
error  of  his  Avays,  shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  and  shall  hide 
a  multitude  of  sins.

The  8in;ill  linsliaiuliiuni  ■\vlio  cultivates  but  teu  acres,  can 
have  only  a  limited  harvest,  compared  to  that  of  liim  who 
(gathers  the  fruits  of  over  five  hundred  acres.  So  the  report 
of  our  labors  and  gatlierings  for  the  year  is  very  meagre,  as 
contrasted  with  that  of  the  Managers  of  some  of  the  greater 
charities  of  the  land,  rich  in  the  fruits  of  age,  and  in  endow¬ 
ments  suthcient  to  bless  the  present  and  many  coming  gene¬ 
rations. 

MTiiie,  therefore,  we  have  neither  large  numbers  nor  great 
measures  on  our  record,  we  believe  we  have  something  real 
and  tangible  to  reward  and  encourage  us  in  our  works.  AVe 
still  have  only  one  building,  the  gift  of  onr  liberal  friend,  Mr. 
IjL'tlur,  which  is  in  good  condition  and  with  one  vacant  room. 
The  third,  which  is  only  a  half  story,  is  not  as  comf  )rtable  as 
it  might  be  made,  by  raising  the  roof,  and  carrying  u]»  the 
walls  to  a  full  story.  This  wc  hope  to  d(,)  another  year.  The 
Treasurer's  rej^ort  will  show  that  we  have  been  obliged  to 
incur  no  indebtedness  beyond  our  re;-ei]>ts  and  lulls  due.  The 
donation  of  ^3,000  from  the  State  Legislatnre,  of  which  men¬ 
tion  was  made  in  our  last  report,  has  l)een  received  and  se¬ 
curely  invested  in  i-cal  estate  near  the  city  at  7  per  cent.  The 
late  Jasox  G.  ('oye,  of  Utica,  became  so  much  ini]  u-essed  with 
the  great  value  of  our  Home  and  its  beneticent  work,  that  he 
devised  to  the  corporation  five  thousand  dollars  to  be  nsed  in 
their  discretion  for  its  lienetit.  The  will  of  the  late  IMiss 
Mary  Stickxey,  of  this  city,  also  contained  a  legacy  of  two 
thousand  dollars  fur  the  Home.  These  sums  will  not  be  avail- 
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able,  lioAvevei',  till  the  expiration  of  one  jear  after  the  death  of 
the  donors.  M  e  make  a  record  of  these  g'ifts  with  greater 
pleasni’e  and  with  siTicere  gratitude,  because  neither  party  had 
ever  visited  the  institution,  iK>r  had  more  than  a  limited 
ac(piaintance,  it  aiiv,  with  one  of  its  Almoners  or  ]\ranagers. 
Tliev  furnish  examples  in  which  we  see  the  workings  of  a 
sjiecial  Pru\'idence  in  Ixdialf  (.)f  enterprises  conceived  in 
merev,  hive  and  laith,  and  carried  on  with  nnviehling  fidelity, 
perseverance  and  disinterestedness.  ATe  shall  endeavor  so  to 
invest  these  monies  when  received  that  th(w  will  prove 
sources  ot  great  nselnlness  to  those  xvho  ma\'  c(,inie  alter  ns. 

d’he  internal  (irganization  and  daily  operations  of  the  Home, 
are  in  the  hands  <if  the  J.ady  Almoncj’S,  who  are  entitled  to 
oni'  ^varmest  gratitude.  dheir  efforts  are  most  admiralily 
seccinded  hv  the  Alatrcjn,  Aliss  II  Ki;  nox,  who  has  jii'oved  her¬ 
self  well  fitted  fur  the  impi.irtant  and  respionsihle  ]Kisition  she 
occupies.  The  residence  and  ministrations  of  the  liev.  Mr. 
Lewis  in  the  Home,  have  exerted  a  vei'v  happy  inflnence  over 
the  inmates,  which  jiroves  the  wisdom  and  value  of  the  ar¬ 
rangement  of  connecting  the  jn'incipal  officer  of  the  Alission 
Avork  Avith  all  belonging  to  the  Home  household. 

.After  mature  deliberation  on  the  pai't  of  the  Hector  of 
(I race  Church  and  the  Almoners.it  Avas  resoh'etl  to  open  in 
the  school  building  adjacent  to  the  Home,  a  hos]iital  (U‘j;art- 
meiit,  for  the  henetit  of  the  inmates  Avhen  visited  Avith  perma- 
tient  sickness  and  all  others  Avho  may  need  its  care.  In  order 
not  to  burden  the  .Vlmoners  beyond  their  ability,  the  Hectoj's 
of  the  other  chui’dies  Avere  retpuested  to  runninate  two  Harish- 
onei'S,  Avho  Avotdd  he  Avilling  to  aid  them  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  this  department  of  their  Avork.  Their  rejiort  Avill 
shoAV  hoAV  efficienlly  and  prompitly  they  are  jicrfor.adng  their 
duty.  Heing  nnalde  to  employ  a  resident  pihysician,  it  Avas 
deemed  expedient  to  secui’e  the  services  of  several  medical 
attendants  in  good  standing,  that  tlie  labor  might  he  opipires- 
sive  to  no  one,  an.I  tlie  patients  enjoy  their  choice  if  desired. 
To  this  end  the  folic  Aving  Circular  Avas  mailed  to  twenty-nine 
pdiysicians  in  the  city  :

The  Hospital  Department  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the  I 

gth  of  JliI_v,  1S72,  in  ihfc  building  adjoining  thi^  Home,  No.  29  Hamilton  St.  '  ! 
It  is  designed  for  the  sick  without  distinction  as  to  creed,  age,  sex,  or  color, 
and  it  is  hoped  th.U  all  the  Episcopal  Ciiurches  of  the  Cit}'  will  unite  in  its 
management.  At  present  we  have  two  Managers  from  Trinity,  St  George’s 
and  Grace  Churches.  IMuch  to  our  regret.  Calvary  Church  is  not  yet  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  Board.  It  is  ardently  hoped  that  this  Department  ma}’  meet 
a  want  winch  has  long  been  felt  in  our  City,  of  a  comforta’ule  Home  for  the 
sick  whose  means  are  nothing,  or  at  least  very  limited  ;  a  Home  where  they 
may  receive  the  kindness  and  attention  which  their  state  demands,  and  where 
religious  care  may  accompany  that  which  the  body  demands.  It  is  hoped 
that  (?// the  Clergymen  of  the  City  will  feel  an  interest  in  sustaining  this  in¬ 
stitution,  and  that  they  will  visit  it  freely ;  and  that  the  benevolent  of  all 
creeds  will  furnish  ns  with  means  to  carry  on  the  work.  A  generous  friend 
has  contributed  towards  paying  the  rent  $250.  Of  other  subscriptions  there 
have  been :

These 
articles  have  proved  most  useful,  and  have  been  from  time  to  time  acknowl¬ 
edged  in  the  dailv  papers.  We  have  at  present  one  large  bill  for  plumbing 
unpaid,  amounting  to  8186.14;  INIr.  Millar  kindly  deducts  from  it  the  cost 
of  the  bath  tub,  $25,  leaving  his  bill  §161.14,  which  we  hope  soon  to  be 
able  to  pay.  We  have  also  a  small  bill  of  a  few  dollars  for  printing  wdiich 
has  not  yet  been  presented. 

Since  the  opening  we  liave  had  four  (4)  patients;  of  whom  one  was  dis¬ 
charged  cured  ;  l  (an  infant.)  died  ;  and  two  (2)  remain.  The  (Managers  are 
most  anxious  to  be  able  to  take  all  who  may  be  fit  subjects  for  their  charity, 
of  whom  many  are  entirely  without  means.  In  order  to  do  this  the}'  must 
have  their  beds  endowed.  At  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  in  New  York,  it  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  tile  expense  of  a  bed  per  annum  is  §200,  and  there  individuals 
singly,  or  by  associations,  pay  that  amount,  and  fill  the  bed  by  the  year,  either 
by  one  or  more  patients.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  there  may  be  in  our  com- 
munity  rcOTi?  who  will  be  willing  to  pay  $200  per  year,  and  others  who  will 
combine,  and  bv  paving  smaller  sums,  agree  to  take  beds  and  keep  them  filled 
by  the  poor  sick  in  whom  they  may  be  interested,  or  where  they  know  of 
none,  place  them  at  the  disposal  of  the  (Managers.  5Ye  have  an  e.xcellent 
nurse,  and  the  best  medical  advice,  Drs.  Bagg,  Spear,  Russel,  Uhlein, 
Churchill,  Hopkins,  Chamberlayne,  Rathbun,  Hastings,  Wells,  "Watson, 
Hill,  Raymond  and  Gardner  having  consented  to  give  us  their  services  when¬ 
ever  they  are  called  upon  to  do  so. 

Persons  who  are  wishing  to  donate  money,  or  to  make  bequests  to  the 
Hospital,  must  do  so  under  the  corporate  name  of  “  St.  Luke’s  Home,  in 
the  City  of  Utica,”  for  the  benefit  of  its  Hospital  Department.

I  The  public  services  iiave  been  uiiiiiternipted  during  the 
entire  veai-.  f  (.)ne,  on  the  afteiaioon  of  each  I.ord's  day,  and  in 
the  evening  of  eacii  d'hursday  in  Lent.  Since  Jainiary  of  this 
year,  a  IMorning  Service  liasd.ieen  added,  so  that  there  are  now 
two,  unifornily  every  Sunday.  Our  small  C'hapel  furnishes 
little  room  for  increase,  the  attendance  avei'aging  about  70  per¬ 
sons.  ^Vii  altai',  embroidered  altar  clotli,  chancel  rail  andotl'er 
Conveniences  liave  been  donated,  and  the  IMission  now  enjoys  a 
monthl}"  C'ommunion  on  the  thii  d  Sunday  of  each  month.  The 
]iuml.)er  of  families  is  3(>,  cimmiunicants  32,  Tajhisms:  adults, 
1,  infants  l(t,  contirmations  3,  luirials  <i.  The  Sunda_y  School 
is  a  marhed  fcatui'e  in  the  l\iission,  and  has  been  well  sustained 
bv  an  etlicient  and  indetatigable  Superintendent  and  a  band  of 
'  faithful,  earnest  teachers,  d’cachers  and  officers  21,  scholars 
135.  il’lie  Free  Day  School  has  I  een  very  successfully  carried 
I  on  through  the  year  l»y  a  devoted  Pri!ici}:al  and  earnest  Assis- 
I  taiits  from  the  ladies  of  Drace  Church.  The  attendance  has 
varied  between  0t>  and  80  pupils.  The  Principal,  TIiss  IIeeeon 
for  several  months  was  also  the  Matron  of  the  Home,  and 
found  time,  as  slie  manifested  most  singular  iitness,  for  the 
duties  and  responsilulities  of  bi  th  positions.  She  has  been 
since  July  acting  as  p)ermanent  matron  of  the  Home,  and  her 
p)]ace  in  the  school  has  been  supplied  Iw  a  conpietent  teacher, 
Miss  Cole,  of  South  Xew  PeiFn,  assisted  by  a  young  p)ai’ish- 
ioner  ot  (irace  Church.  Eighty  scholars  liave  been  enrolled 
since  the  opening  of  the  school,  September  9th.%.  The  Indus¬ 
trial  School  was  continued  during  the  three  winter  months  till 
Easter,  and  numbered  aliout  70  scholars.  The  more  des¬ 
titute  were  furnished  with  much  comfortable  clothing,  and  all 
were  taTight  ]>lain  needle  work,  habits  of  industry  and  cleanli- 
!  ness,  and  each  occasion  of  asseml)ling  was  blessed  with  religi- 
^  ous  services. 
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The  Rev.  W.  F.  B.  Jackson,  the  Assistant  Minister,  ccn- 
tinned  in  chai’ge  of  tlie  Mission  till  the  close  of  the  year  1871,  j  [ 
and  in  January  the  Rev.  E.  Z.  Lewis,  the  j'resent  ineuinbent,  ^  i 
succeeded  him.  I  j 

t  There  is  an  otfering  made  at  each  Sunday  Service,  which  has  | ! 
amounted  for  this  year  to  §151  Go.  The  otferings  have  in-  | 
creased  three-fold  since  January  2.  The  Sunday  Schocl  has  ' 
contributed  §33  82.  The  school  and  mission  building  was 
purchased  for  §G, 000,  on  which  we  have  already  paid  §1,000,  j 
leaving  a  balance  of  §2,o00,  payable  in  four  annual  install¬ 
ments  of  §5o0  with  interest.  About  three-fourths  <'f  the  | 
building  is  rented  for  §301  per  annum,  winch  covers  the  in-  j 
terest  and  a  ]iortion  of  the  expenses  of  the  Mission.  The  fob  ! 
lowing  is  the  report  of  recei}its  ami  expenses,  not  including 
Sunday  otferings.  (See  Rector's  statement.)  One-half  of  the 
sehool  building  has  been  rented  and  used  by  the  Hospital  do-  \ 
partment  of  the  Home,  which  we  believe  will  prove  a  source 
and  means  ot  great  usefulness,  not  oidy  to  the  inmates  of  the 
Home,  who  may  need  special  care  and  nursing  in  severe  and 
permanent  sickness  and  intirmity  ;  but  to  all  others  who  may 
bo  visited  with  disease  or  any  of  those  sudden  casualties  which 
are  so  constantly  occurring  in  any  C')nsideral)le  population. 

In  view  of  the  very  limited  dimensions  of  cur  little  Chapel, 
to  which  reference  has  already  been  made,  it  is  hoped  that  lic- 
fore  the  exjuration  of  another  year  we  may  liave  a  suitable 
Church  or  building  cn  the  lot  opposite  the  Hume.  Among 
the  liberal  things  devised  from  the  beginning  by  our  generous  I 
benetactoi-,  T.  K.  Butler,  Esq.,  is  such  a  Church,  and  for  this 
purpose  he  has  declined  to  dispo.se  of  that  lot  for  any  price, 
trusting  that  the  time  would  soon  come,  when  others  follow¬ 
ing  his  example,  would  provide  the  means  for  accomplishing 
so  desirable  an  object.  ACe  are  glad  to  say  that  a  beginning 
has  already  been  made  in  this  direction.  Flans  have  been  se¬ 
cured  of  a  stone  Gothic  edilice,  to  seat  300  persons  and  cost¬ 
ing  about  §10,000..  One-third  of  this  amount  is  already 
pledged.  It  will  be  called  §t.  Luke’s  Memorial  Church.”  j 
AVe  do  not  propose  to  ask  for  general  contributions,  although 
we  shall  be  grateful  for  all  gifts ;  but  to  look  to  such  persons 
as  have  lost  beloved  relatives  and  friends,  and  extend  to  them 
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the  privilege  of  cominemoratiiig  the  departed,  not  in  silent, 
lifeless  luarhle,  hut  in  a  sacred  ineinorial,  ■\viuch  sliall  have  a 
voice  and  proclaim  to  the  present  and  coming  generations, 
“  Jesus  and  the  resurrection,”  to  l)e  forever  free,  and  where 
may  he  literally  verilied  the  words  of  the  Master,  “  The  poor 
have  the  Gospel  preached  to  them.”  Each  donor  or  family 
can  liave  a  window  or  memorial  tal)let,  beautihed  and  adorned 
as  may  he  desired,  aiid  on  wliicli  may  l)e  ])laced  such  a  record 
of  the  depaited,  that  it  will  he  etfaced,  if  ever,  only  hy  time 
and  change  in  a,  far  distant  future.  The  drawings  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Hector,  who  will  he  ha])py  to  exhilnt  it  and 
exjdaiu  them  to  all  friends  of  onr  Mission. 

Tint  the  results  of  such  a  work  as  oui'S,  are  not  to  he  esti¬ 
mated  hy  statistics  simply  ;  there  are  liarvests  not  to  he  meas¬ 
ured  in  this  world,  that  come  fi'om  visits  to  the  sick,  destitute 
and  sorrowing,  as  during  the  })revalence  of  small  pox  last 
winter,  from  counsels  and  prayers  of  the  Clergy  and  the  teach¬ 
ers,  which  follow  gradually,  noiselessly,  Imt  ma  less  certainly, 
and  rejoice  the  great  llushandimm  as  they  encourage  and  re¬ 
ward  tlie  earthly  human  lahorer.  Wo  try  not  to  forget  tliat 
“  The  Kingdom  of  Gf»d  cometh  not  with  oljservatioii,”  and  that 
the  law  of  its  increase  an<l  growth  is  “lii-st  the  blade,  then  the 
ear,  and  after  that  the  fidl  curn  in  theear.'kj

The  corporation  of  Sr.  Luke's  Ho.me  shall  consist  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  M. 
■\"an  Deusen,  Ziba  Lyon,  Charles  B.  Coventry,  George  R.  Perkins,  Charles  H. 
Doolittle,  George  11.  Wiley*,  George  R.  Thomas,  Edmund  A.  Graham,  \\  il- 
liam  D.  Hamlin,  William  B.  Jackson,  James  F.  Mann,  Truman  K.  Butler, 
and  such  other  persons  as  shall  severally  subscribe,  and  jtay  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  thereof  at  one  time,  in  money,  furniture,  or  provisions,  the  sum  of  Fifty 
Dollars,  for  the  purposes  of  said  Corporation  ;  and  such  persons  as  shall 
annually  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  member  of  this  Corporation  during  the  y*ear 
following  the  last  payment  of  said  Five  Dollars.

Tlie  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  a  full  report  at  the  annual  meeting, 
of  all  their  official  transactions  during  the  previous  year,  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Home,  and  of  their  purposes  and  prospects  for  the 
future. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 


It.  shall  b(^  tlie  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  take  charge  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  Corporation,  to  devise  waj's  and  means  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Home  whenever  necessary  ;  and  to  see  that  all  moneys  are  invested  in 
the  best  possible  manner  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Corporation,  and  to 
further  and  follow  the  wishes  of  the  Patrons  of  the  Home. 


ARTICLE  VI L 


d'he  Rector  of  Grace  Cimrch  shall,  ex  officio,  be  a  Cor[>orator,  the  Chaplain 
and  visitor  of  the  Home  ;  and  have  control  of  the  religious  services  and 
instruction. 


ARTICLE  VHI. 


This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  such  alteration  shall  have 
been  proposed  at  one  regular  meeting,  and  adopted  at  a  subsequent  regular 
meeting.

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  of  their  number  a  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  which  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others 
are  chosen. 


ARTICLE  11. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  a  right 
of  appeal  to  the  meeting.  He  shall  nominate  committees,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  meeting,  and  sign  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  for  all  payments 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  their  own  meet¬ 
ings,  and  the  President  may,  and  at  the  written  request  of  three  Managers, 
shall,  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  by 
the  Secretary  to  each  member. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  standing  and  special  committees  for  such 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  them,  to  be  composed  of  Managers,  or  Corporate 
members,  who  shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  twelve  ladies,  communicants  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  to 
be  Almoners  of  the  Corporation  ;  they  shall  have,  with  the  Chaplain,  entire 
control  and  supervision  of  the  Home  and  its  inmates,  arrange  for  soliciting 
donations,  whether  of  food,  fuel,  or  clothing,  and  the  distribution  thereof, 
provided  that  all  donations  of  money,  or  the  representation  thereof,  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Managers. 
The  Executive  Committee  of  Almoners,  with  ihe  Chaplain,  shall  decide  who 
shall  be  beneficiaries  of  the  Corporation,  wdien  they  shall  be  received,  and 
when  discharged,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  among  themselves,  the  Board 
I  of  Managers  shall  investigate  and  settle  the  matter.  It  shall  also  be  their 
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duty  to  employ  tlie  Matron  and  others,  and  see  that  they  faithfully  meet 
their  responsibilities.  The  whole  internal  arrangements  and  government  of 
the  Home  shall  be  confided  to  the  Almoners  and  Chaplain,  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  in  all 
matters  of  disagreement. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  matron  and  all  associates  employed  in  the  Home,  shall  be  communi¬ 
cants  in  good  standing  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.

SECTION  I. 


A  meeting  of  the  Almoners  shall  be  held  at  the  Home,  within  one  week 
after  their  election,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  when  they  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  office  lor  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.  Regular  meetings  shall  bo  held  at 
the  Home  on  the  last  Monday  in  each  month  ;  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  in  case  of  her^absence  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary. 


SECTION  II. 


Five  Almoners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 


SECTION  III, 


The  order  of  business  at  each  meeting  shall  be  as  follows  : 


1.  Religious  Service. 

2.  Minutes  of  last  meeting  read  and  approved, 

3.  Matron’s  Report. 

4.  Visitor’s  Report. 

5.  Treasurer’s  Report. 

6.  Election  of  a  Monthly  Visitor. 

7  Miscellaneous  business. 


SECTION  IV. 


The  Almoners  shall  appoint  from  their  number  an  Executive- CornTnlttee' 
of  three,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  solicit 
contributions,  decide  minor  difficulties  among  the  inmates  of  ihe  Home,  and 
exercise  a  general  supervision  over  its  management. 


SECTION  V. 


No  person  shall  be  admitted  a  beneficiary  in  the  Home,  except  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  aud  Chaplain,  and  preference  shall  be 
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given  in  all  cases  to  aged  and  indigent  communicants  in  Grace  Churcli  ;  but 
persons  may  be  admitted  from  other  parishes  and  other  religious  bodies  npo^ 
such  terms  as  tlie  Board  of  Managers  may  prescribe. 


SECTION  YI. 


The  Almoners  shall,  at  each  monthly  meeting,  appoint  one  of  their  num¬ 
ber  as  Visitor  for  the  ensuing  month,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  visit  the 
Horne  as  often  as  practicable,  not  less  than  twice  during  each  week;  she 
shall  visit  every  department,  inspect  iiersonally  tlie  room  of  each  inmate, 
and  make  herself  familiar  with  the  details  of  the  Home,  taking  cognizance 
of  the  breach  of  any  Rule,  and  make  a  faithlul  Report  in  writing  at  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Almoners.

et:le  I. 

The  Matron  shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  the  House,  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  the  Almoners,  and  keep  every  department 
within,  and  around  the  House  in  good  order.  She  must  have 
a  watchful  care  of  every  inmate  of  the  family,  and  without 
partiality,  faithfully  administer  to  the  wants  and  comforts  of 
each,  as  their  several  circumstances  may  require.  She  shall 
have  the  general  control  of  the  servants  ;  and  through  her  alone 
can  harmony  be  preserved  among  the  members  of  the  house¬ 
hold.  She  is  to  enforce  the  rules  of  the  House,  to  be  present 
at  meals,  to  see  that  they  are  properly  served,  proper  order  ob¬ 
served  at  table,  and  ask  a  blessing  at  each  meal.  If  improper 
conduct  is  observed  in  any  member  of  the  family,  she  is  to  re¬ 
port  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee.  She  is  to  make 
from  time  to  time,  a  list  of  whatever  supplies  are  necessary, 
and  give  it  to  the  Purchasing  Committee.  She  must  keep  a 
record  of  every  article  that  is  sent  to  the  Home,''  whether 
purchases  or  donations,  and  by  whom  sent,  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose.  She  is  also  to  make  a  monthly  report  in 
writing  to  the  Almoners,  respecting  the  state  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  not  neglecting  the  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules  by  any  in¬ 
mate  of  the  House. 

II. 

It  will  be  required  of  those  who  are  able,  to  make  their  own 
beds  and  sweep  their  own  rooms,  keeping  them  thoroughly 
neat,  under  the  direction  of  the  Matron. 
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III. 

Those  wlio  are  aljle,  if  required,  'will  sew  or  knit,  and  assist 
in  snc'h  domestic  duties  as  the  Matron  may  require,  rendering 
sneh  service  as  they  can,  tor  the  hcnelit  of  tiie  Institution,  and 
for  the  comfort  of  tliose  more  helpless  than  themselves. 

IV. 

All  who  are  able  must  attend  the  general  table,  punctually 
at  the  appointed  hours ;  if  anal:)lo  to  attend,  a  suitable  meal 
will  be  sent  to  their  rooms. 

I  Washing  must  not  be  done  by  the  inmates  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Matron  ;  but  those  who  are  able  are  expected 
to  iron  their  own  clothes,  the  times  for  so  doing  to  be  arranged 

i  by  tbe  Matron. 

I  VI. 

I  Any  inmate  disposed  to  leave  the  House,  to  be  absent  from 
a  meal,  or  over  night,  must  give  notice  of  such  intention  to  the 
M  atron,  as  well  as  where  she  purposes  to  go,  and  the  probable 
length  of  her  absence,  and  no  one  must  leave  the  premises  after 
7iight-tall,  except  to  attend  chui’ch,  and  the  House  must  be 
!  closed  at  10  o’clock. 

I  VII. 

The  inmates  will  not  be  allowed  to  interfere  or  find  fault  with 
the  Matron  ;  but  if  any  think  they  have  cause  of  complaint, 
they  must  apply  to  the  Executive  Committee,  who  will  take 
such  action  thereon  as  they  may  deem  jiroper.  All  diliiculties 
among  the  inmates  must  be  referred  to  tlie  Almoners  for  set¬ 
tlement,  and  the  parties  must  abide  by  their  decision,  or  leave 
the  “  Home.” 

VIII. 

Xo  inmate  of  the  ‘‘  Horne’’  will  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
room  of  any  other  occupant,  without  her  permission. 

i  IX. 

Family  prayers  arc  to  be  olfered  morning  and  evening,  by 
the  Chaplain  or  Matron,  at  which  each  member  of  the  family 
who  is  able,  is  required  to  attend.  All  inmates  who  are  able, 
j  must  attend  the  public  services  of  the  chapel,  and  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  Chaplain. 
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X. 

Tlie  breakfast  bell  shall  be  rung  at  seven  and  a  half  o'clock, 
and  immediately  after  breakfast  there  shall  be  prayers.  Dinner 
■will  be  served  at  twelve,  and  tea  at  six,  and  family  prayers  im¬ 
mediately  after  tea. 

XI. 

Xone  of  the  inmates  will  be  allowed  to  go  into  the  kitchen,  ! 
unless  requested  by  the  Matron  to  assist  in  the  work.  I 

XII.  ' ! 

The  Matron  will  have  the  entire  control  of  the  gas  ^  seeing 

that  it  is  lighted  and  extinguished  at  the  hours  specified  in  the 
Eules.  It  shall  be  lighted  every  evening  in  the  Halls,  where 
the  inmates  can  assemble.  At  nine  o’clock,  p.  ir.,  the  gas  in 
the  Halls  shall  be  lowered  as  much  as  possible,  and  so  remain 
dnrino-  the  night ;  at  the  same  lionr  the  gas  may  be  lighted  in 
each  bed-room  and  burn  for  half  an  hour,  but  must  then  be 
extinguished  by  the  Matron. 

XIII. 

Xo  room  must  be  locked  at  night. 

Xo  solid  thing  must  be  thrown  into  the  slop  pails  or  wash 
basins,  neither  paper,  bits  of  cloth,  thread,  hair,  matches,  or 
anything  that  will  clog  the  pipes.  Xothing  wliatever  may  be 
thrown  into  the  bath-tub — it  must  be  used  for  bathing  alone. 

XIY. 

The  same  conduct  must  be  observed  at  table  as  in  any  well-  | 
regulated  family.  The  Matron  will  preside,  carve  tlie  meat,  I 
and  help  the  inmates. 

XV. 

Xo  inmate  may  interfere  with  those  to  vdiom  a  particular  por¬ 
tion  of  house-work  is  assigned,  in  a  way  to  prevent  the  proper 
performance  of  their  duty.  If  this  rule  is  violated,  complaint 
must  be  made  to  the  Matron. 

Visitors  will  not  be  admitted  on  Sundays.  , 

XVI.  I 

In  order  to  ju'cserve  harmony  in  the  House,  the  strictest  ! 
attention  must  be  paid  to  the  Eules.  For  the  first  violation 
tliere  will  be  an  admonition,  for  the  second  a  complaint  will  be 
made  to  the  Almoners,  and  for  the  third  the  offender  may  be 
dismissed  from  the  Home.”
